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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR A LLOWANCE

In response to the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, Applicant wishes to 
comment on the limitations recited by the Examiner. Applicant respectfully submits that the 
Examiner's statement should have additionally recited that, inter alia, the prior art does not teach 
or render obvious claim 51, a device for delivering a pharmacological agent in solution, the 



device comprising a first hollow body having a flow orifice, a first fluid access port, and a first 
pressure orifice, each in fluid communication with the interior of the first hollow body, a second 
hollow body for containing the pharmacological agent, the second body having a second fluid 
access port in fluid communication with the interior of the second hollow body and in fluid 
communication with the first fluid access port, and an outlet port in fluid communication with 
the interior of the second hollow body, a first pressure modulator connected to the first pressure 
orifice, and a valve having an inlet orifice coupled to the outlet port and an outlet orifice, 
wherein the valve permits fluid flow in the direction from the inlet orifice to the outlet orifice.
